true Cauſe whereof, or the cure, the Inhabitants(with whom T 
had frequent Conference) cou'dgive me little or noLight. 

In this Audience, Igave his Majeſty an Extentive Account of 
all things Relating to the Subject about which he had ſent me:: - 
I preſented him with a Draught of the then State-of the Port of 
Dover, wherein was expreis'd the manner of it's Decay, and 
the preſent Ruinous Condition in which it was. -. I Endeavour'd 
aiſo to explain to him how. this Damage had. come:to paſs, and 
by what means it had grown tothat Head, as tohave Renderd 
the Eaven now almoſt loſt to the Pwblick. From the Cauſes uf 
the Diſeaſe, I proceeded to my Propotals for the Remeay, 

"wherein I had the good. Fortune to explain every Point of my 
Project, with Evidence enough to: oblige his Majeſty at that 
time to ſay that he was ſo well fatis!y'd, that he wasReſolv'dhe 
wou'd not Defer the Work a Day. . That as I had made every 
thingplain and intelligible to him , So above all, he was pleasd 
with two moſt uſeful and Encourageing Propoſitions therein 
contain'd, Namely, That whereas in moſt great Works of that 
kind, Princes were Generally Oblig'd to Proſecute and go 
through the whole Expence (which for the moſt part was very 
great) before they cou'd Reap the leaſt Profit of their Deſign, or 
be aſtur'd of the Succeſs, While this Work on the contrary 
was ſo order'd and contriv'd by me, That he was ſure to Re- 
ceive a.preſent_-Profit from every Sum (be it more or leſs) 
which he ſhow'd at any time think fit to lay out, and that the 
Benefit wou'd be preſently ſeen, and Gather'd, in Proportion - 
to the Charge he ſhou'd be at, which he might Limit or Reſpite 
as he pleasd, without Danger of Damage to the Work that 
ſhould be done, or of lofingthe Advantage that ſhould be once 
gain'd in caſe of diſcontinuing the ſame. 

The Second Pornt that pleas'd his Majeſty was, That where. 
as all Artificial Ports that ever he had heard of (which' is moſt 
true) were Subject to Choak, and fill up with Sand or Sullage, 
and to loſe by degrees their Depth ot Water, without great 
Care and a continual Charge to prevent it , and which was the .

Coaſting Trade, whereby our Capital City, became better ſups 
ply'd, and at Cheaper Rates, with all things needful, that Seq- 
men were Proportionably Propagated, Shipping and all the 
Incident Profeſſions of Shipmrightry and Navigation increas'd 
and improv'd, &c.

[ departed at that time from his Majeſty full of hopes, that 
what I had done and faid on this Subjet, wou'd have produc'd 
the good Effe& of ſome ſpeedy Reſolution , .but taking the Li-- 
berty ſome daysafter to remind him therein, I found him, to my- 
great Diſappointment, much calmer than I had left him, and 
receiv'd this ſhort Anſwer, That it was a Noble Projett in- 
deed, but that it was too big for his preſent Purſe, and wou'd 
Keep Cold. Shortly after I was Diſpatch'd to my- Bufineſsin a 
remote Country, and from that time to this have neither ſaid 
nor heard any thing of Dover. 

Now the Remark I wouw'd make on this Sudden and Sur-- 
prizing Coldneſs of the King's, is namely this, That the long 
Audience I then had of his Majeſty, chanc'd to be in a certain 
great Ladies Appartment in White-Hel, where I had no ſooner 
began my Diſcourſe,and prada&dmy Papers, when Monſ. Bar- 
rillon the French Ambaſſador, came in , who I obſerv'd to Liſten. 
with great Attention - to what was debated, asking the ſaid 
Laay very earneſtly many Queſtions about the Subject Matter 
of our Conference, who l perceiv'd:to Interpret to him every 
thing that was ſaid on that occaſion,as did the King afterwards in 
my hearing, Explaining the whole Proje#, and the Contents of 
the ſeveral Deſizzs, Expreſſing his great Approbation of the Re- 
port I had made him, whereupon making Refle&ion 'on this:
